Kasagi shows in Figure 4 a first rail 38a and a second rail 38b, first and second sets 
of wheels in the rails, a third set of wheels 27a and 27b and the third set of wheels has 
a flat outer surface and parallel raised portions (the shown flange) and a flat recessed 
portion in guiding communication with a vehicle P.
